From Hand to Mouth 

As the Society lives {rym hand to 
mouth and has nu seneral reserve 
for unforescen — contingencies, — the 
Peel Fund should be car-marked for 
maintenance undertakings in case 
at some future date these cannot, 
as they are now, be paid from or- 
dinary income. In the meanwhile 
the interest on the fund provides 
approximately the cost of half a 
month's working.

Not a single fact has come to light since the Mary 
Celeste was found, on the afternoon of December 5, 1872, 
which would account for the mystery that, although in 
perfectly seaworthy condition, she was crewless, and was 
ploughing an erratic course on her own towards Europe. 


She was midway between the 
Azores and Cape Roca on the 
coast of Portugal, when boarded 
by the Nova Scotia brig Dei 
Gratia, 

In the intervening — years, 
however, -so many _ fictitious 
“explanations” have been pro- 
duced by writers who have not 
even troubled to acquaint them- 
selves with the known facts, 
that, those facts have now be- 
come hopelessly obscured for 
the average reader, : 

To no less a person than the 
late Conan Doyle must we im- 
pute the main responsibility for 
sturting the “mythology” about 
the Mary Celeste. ‘ . 

He based a grucsome story on 
what we must assume to have 
been his imperfect knowledge 
of the details and published it in 
January 1884 under the title, “J. 
Habakuk Jephson's Statement.” 


Pitfall 


It was only some time later 
that the distinguished author- 
ship of thig “explanation” was 
discovered, It served at once to 
put the Mary Celeste on the pin- 
nacle of mystery from which it 
has never fallen and to broad- 
cast those false premises which 
have been the pitfall of every 
subsequent imitator. 

For among several errors of 
fact, Conan Doyle made one car- 
dinal blunder. He presumed 
thut the boats of the Mary 
Celeste were found hanging in 
their davits, which would cer- 
tainly have added the additional 
point to the mystery of how the 
crew got away from the ship. 


vey other “explana- 

tion” of note has fol- 

lowed this mistake, but unfor- 

tunately for their authors, the 
facts are otherwise. 

The ship’s long boat: was 
smashed while she wag loading 
her cargo in New York and the 
smaller—a_ yawl—was missing 
when the ship wag found derc- 
ict. ; 

The fall ropes, trailing astern 
in the water, indicated beyond 
shadow of doubt that the crew 
had attempted to, or did, get 
away in the yawl before being 
overtaken by the disaster which 
wiped them out, 

Tf this all-important fact is 
borne in mind the reader will at 
once be able to appreciate the 
voluminous literature on the 
eee Celeste in its true perspec- 
ive. 


Even The Name 


It has even reached the pro- 
portions of a book entitled “The 
Great Mary Celeste Hoax: “A 
Famous Sea Mystery Exposed,” 
in which its author, Mr. Law- 
rence Keating, not only secks to 
dispel much of the fiction which 
has been written on the gubject, 
but much of the fact which is 
beyond dispute. :

Last Voyage 


On November 9, 1872, she 
sailed down the Hudson River 
and carried away on their last 
voyage Captain Briggs, his wife, 
and their little daughter Sophie, 
aged two, a mate, second mate, 
cook, and four hands. 

All four of the last named 
were Germans or Americans of 
Germen extraction. .The Mari- 
time Register for December 18, 
1872, gives the names of all the 
ship's company, but mentions 
none of that fantastic company, 
who claim to have survived the 
disuster and be able to explain 
it.

After an uneventful voyage, 
without any of the storms that 
figure so prominently in all the 
“explanations,” he found him- 
self half-way between — the 
Azores and Cape Roca on 
December 5. 


Erratic 


That ,afternoon his attention 
was drawn by the erratic be- 
haviour of a two-masted ship, 
which he had overhauled. She 
was not on a steady course, for 
she yawed from time to time 
with the changes of a light 
northerly breeze and ran off be- 
fore. tHe wind. 

On closer approach, he saw 
that, while she was on the port 
tack, her jibs were set on the 


starboard tack. 


His alarm increased with the 
realisation that this was the 
Mary Celeste, for it was no sort 
of seamanship to be displayed 
by his old friend, Captain 
Briggs. 

He signalled, but got no ans- 
wer. Glasses trained on the 
ship could detect no sign of life 
as the Dei Gratia came within 
hailing distance, even the shouts 
of her crew drew no response,

“Murder, plague, or what, 
could account for this uncanny 
silence?” they must have asked 
themselves again and again as 
they tossed in their little boat 
towards the derelict. 

Deveau cautiously kept one of 
the men in the boat while he and 
the other hoisted themselves 
aboard by chain plates. 


Their superficial examination 
above deck told them nothing- 
except that there appeared to be 
no one on board, so Deveau 
signalled Captain Morehouse to 
join him. , 

Not a soul could be found on

A Letter 


Some reports say that a half- 
empty bottle of medicine anda 
partly caten breakfast were on 
the table, but there is no unim- 
peachable evidence for this. 

A member of the crew had 
started a letter, “Fanny, my 
dear wife,” and had got no fur- 
ther with it.

A cutlass showing what look- 
ed like blocdstains caused some 
commotion at the time, but it 
need not bother us, since the 
stains were subsequently found .

Spots Of Blood 


The same applics to some 
spots of blood found on the deck. 
If they really were blood, no one 
has ever suggested that they 
were more than could come from 
some quite superficial wound,. 
such as a member of the crew 
might sustain in the ordinary 
working of the ship. 

Indecd, apart from the entries 
in the log and on a slate, the 
only discoveries matcrial to a. 
theory of the mystery, were. 
that the cover of the main hatch 
was off and, although the cargo 
was perfectly stowed, one cask. 
appeared to have broken open.

The Mary -Celeste was of 
course taken by Captain More-.

The Salesians were founded In the 
year 159 in Turin, and the Incidents 
surrounding the foundation are con- 
sonant with the nim of the Socicty, 
namely:--the care and education of 
poor boys, especially the neplected 
ones. A boy being Dpeaten for his 
ignorance, i defence a friend: ID 
that brought more friendships in its 
train, i boys club, out of which 
sprang the Salesinn Society. For 
this club, despite all possible opposl= 
tion, seemed to Rrow und to kecp on 
prowing. Finally, it seltied In a 
publican’s shed, Leaders were 
chosen, and they started to organise.

As every educational body has a 
esystem which it adopts in the 
education of Its subjects, xo too the 
Salesinns have theirs, © Ever since 
Don Bosco led out for a plenic the 
300 boys of the State Reformiatory of 
Turin, and after a whole day's fun 
in the country brought them all back 
without the ‘aid of even one plain- 
clothes man, admirers have wanted 
to know just how he succeeded 50 
well with boys, There is nothing 
very deep or mysterious about it. 
His theory was that if you can ealn 
the boy's affection you “have him” 
so to speal; he. will not do anything 
likely to give you offence and w Ht 
be a subject open to receive the 
education you impart to him, You 
aylll have established “contact”. For 
4his reason the school rhould be a 
cqntinuntion of the home Influence, 
for it is In the home, as everyone 
knows from expericnce, that affection 
reigns supreme. Create a famlly 
spirit in the school, make the boys 
ike you by showing the bogs that 
you like them; the Superior Js the 
paterfamilias and, as If to contradict 
Solomon himself, he spares the rod. 


Another part of the theory js the 
belief that the boys should always 
be assisted by one who knows the 
world better than they, but that this 
assistance should be as unobtrusive 
as possible, Hardly in. Iceeping with 
the Ideas of some of the modern 
schools of pedagogy. It has proved 
ita worth, nevertheless, and Is the 
surest- means of preventing the 
young from doing wrong and from 
contracting bad habits.

Evidence Continued On 
Yaumati Blaze 


That he bad cseaped through the 
skylight in’ the Icitchen just as the 
smoke from the conflagration was 
hesinning to sulfocate him, was the 
story: told by a man named Li Sun 
to Mr. Q. A. A. Macfadyen at the 
Kowloon Magistracy yesterday, at 
the continued hearing of the inquiry 
Into the disastrous fire In Shanghal 
Street on November 37, when 12 ves

He went to a 
window and on looking down into 
the street, saw a crowd of people 
who were shouting to the residents 
of the building to run.

‘Found Dense Smoke 


He did not know the reason for 
this, and on leaving the window he 
went to the trapdoor lending to the 
street and found, on lifting it, that 
there was dense smoke on the land- 
ing below. 


He dropped the trap door, and ran 
to his room, where he prepared to 
escape, He warned the remainder. 
of the people In the house and then 
made bis way to the kitchen where, 
on clambering on to the brick sup- 
port for stoves, he managed after two 
attempts to reach the skylight and 
climb on to the roof. From there he 
renched the street by golng through 
some other person's premises.

before the fire, he saw no Jight or 
elgarette end on the stalrway.

ly $1,000,000 have been distributed 
by the National: Relict Commission 
for refugee reilef in Kwangtung, 
Kwangsl, Hongkong and Macao, Mr, 
Hsu Shih-ying, Acting Chairman of

In Hongkong the Commission has 
approprinted $100,000 to the Emer- 
neney Refugee Relicf Council; $3,000 
to the Walycunr Chamber -of Com- 
merce for relief purposes; $5,000 to 
the Red Swastika Soclety for emer 
gency relief in the New Territorics, 
und hag consented to allot $100,000 
to the South China and Hongkong 
Branch of the British Fund for Re- 
lief of Distress In China; -$10,000 to 
the Federation of Rellef Associations 
tn Hongkont; $25,000 for the 
establishment of a refusee  work- 

hop; $4,000 to the Fanling Nursery, 
and $5,000 for the establishment of 
a farm, an orchard and a vocational 
school for refugees, 

The Commission has also handed

Attached to the fleet would 
be 56 auxiliary vessels such as inat 
tankers, destroyer, submarine and 
aiveraft depot ships and floating 
workshops. Estimated cost of the 
new fect Is £640,000,000. 


The first steps have already been 
taken to prepare for the building of 
this Altantic mada, Dockyards on 
both coasts are being enlarged and 
modernised at an initial cost of 
£7,000,000 to equip them for the 
construction of battleships. Should

To no less a person than the 
late Conan Doyle must we im- 
pute the main responsibility for 
starting the “mythology” about 
the Mary Celeste. 

He based 2. gruesome story on 
what we must assume to have 
been his imperfect knowledge 
of the details and published it in 
January 1884 under the title, “J, 
Habakuk Jephson’s Statement.” 


Pitfall 


It was only some time Jater 
that the distinguished author- 
ship of thig “explanation” Wwas 
discovered. It served at once to 
put the Mary Celeste on the pin- 
nacle- of mystery from which it 
has never fallen and to broad- 
cast those false premises which 
have been the pitfall of every 
subsequent imitator, 

For among several errors of 
fact, Conan Doyle made one ear- 
dinal blunder. He presumed 
that the boats of the Mary 
Celeste were found hanging in 
their davits, which. would cer- 
tainly have added the additional 
point to the mystery of how the 
crew got way from the ship. 


KVERY other “explana- 

tion” of note has fol- 

lowed this mistake, but unfor- 

tunately for their authors, the 
facts are otherwise. 

The ship's long’ boat was 
smashed while she wag loading 
her cargo in New York and the 
smaller—a ' yawl—wag missing 
when the ship wag found dere- 
ict. 

The fall ropes, trailing astern 
in the water, indicated beyond 
shadow of doubt that the crew 
had attempted to, or did, get 
away in the yawl before being 
overtaken by the disaster which 
wiped them out. 

If this all-important fact is 
borne in mind the reader will at 
once be able to appreciate the 
voluminous literature on the 
Mary Celeste in its 
tive, : 


Even The Name 


It has even reached the pro- 


mystery that, although in 
she was crewless, and was 


an erratic course on her own towards Europe. 


despite the fact that the ship's 
real name was Mary Celeste, the 
wrong name has clung so 
obstinately that one almost 
feels diffident at times jn using 
the right one. 


(PHE indisputable facts are 
these: the Mary Celeste 

Was w brigantine of 282 tons, 
O8ft. long, with a 26ft. beam and 
a draught slightly over M1ft. 
Her principal owner was Cap- 
tain J. H. Winchester of the

Benjamin 8. Briggs, was a third 
owner of the ship and had an 
interest in the cargo of alcohol 
which she carried on her fatal 
voyage, : 


She londed in New York for

.ed in 1,700, casks, was consigned 


to a wine merchant. 


Last Voyage 


On November 9, 1872, she 
sailed down.the Hudson River 
and carried away on their last 
voyage Captain Briggs, his wife, 
and their little duughter Sophie, 
aged two, a mate, second mate, 
cook, and four hands. 

All four ef the: lust named 
were Germans or Americans of 
German extraction. The Afari- 
time Register for December 18, 
1872, gives the names of all the 
ship's company, but mentions 


none of that fantastic company, . 


who claim to have survived the 
disaster and be able to explain 
it. 

Still less, might I add, for Mr. 
Habakuk Jephson's benefit, were 
there any passengers or colour- 
ed men on board, 


APTAIN BRIGGS, a man 
of religiouy and upright 


‘character, had a friend, a Cap- 


tain Morehouse, who was due to 
sail for Europe a little later in 
the brig Dei Gratia, and they 
had fixed a tentative rendezvous 
in Barcelona, where they would 
be calling for cargoes of fruit 
on their return voyages, 


Captain Morchouse, in the 
Dei Gratin, cleared New York on 
‘November 11—that js, two days 
after the Mary Celeste, 

After an uneventful voyage, 
without any of the storms that 
figure so prominently. in all the 
“explanations,” he found him- 
self half-way between the 
Azores and Cape Roca on 
December 5. : 


Erratic . 


That afternoon his attention 
was drawn by the erratic be- 
haviour of a two-musted ship, 
which he had overhauled. She 
was not on a steady course, for 
she yawed from time to time 
with the changes of a light 
northerly breeze and ran off be- 
fore the wind. ; 

On closer xnpproach, he saw 
that, while she was on the port 
tuck, her jibs were set on the 
starboard tack. 

His alarm increased with the 
realisation that this was the 
Mary Celeste, for it was no sort 
of seamanship to be displayed 
by his old friend, Captain 
Briggs. : 

He signalled, but got no ans- 
wer. Glasses trained on the 
ship could detect no sign of life 
as the Dei Gratin came within 
hailing distance, even the shouts 
of her crew drew no response. 

That something seriously was 
amiss, was only too obvious, but 
what?

A Letter 


Some reports say that a half-- 
emily bottle of medicine and a 
partly caten breakfast were on 
the table, but there is no unim-. .

The beds-were made-up, all 
except Sophie's, and that looked 
ag if she had been sleeping there 
when removed.

THE only things that.

With the crew were a chrono- 
meter, the ship's papers, and 
probably some tinned food, for 
one of the drawers of the store- 
room had been emptied and left 
open. ; 

A cutlass showing what look- 
ed like bloodstains caused some 
commotion at the time, but it 
need not bother us, since the 
stains were subsequently found 
to be rust. 


Spots Of Blood 


The same applics to some 
spots of blood found on the deck. 
If they really were blood, no one 
has ever suggested that they 
were more than could come from. « 
some quite superficial wound,. 
such as a member of the crew * 
might sustain in the ordinary. 
working of the ship. ; 

Indecd, npart from the entries. 
in the log and on a alate, the 
only discoveries material, to’ a 
theory of the mystery, were 
that the cover of the main hatch 
was off and, although the cargo 
was perfectly stowed, one cask 
appeared to have broken open 
or been broached. 

The Mary Celeste was of 
course taken by Captain More- 
house, as salvage, to Gibraltar, 
There she created a nine-days' 
wonder, but at the time people 
confidently belioved that news. 
of tho captain and crew, rescued 
by a veaael- bound for a distant 
port, would eventually. solve the 
mystery. 5s

On Friday, December 0, the 
Salesian Society {n Hongkong will 
commemorate the Afticth anniversary 
of the death of thelr Founder, Don 
Bosco. The Society has under its 
direction in the Colony’the Institutes 
of Aberdcen, St. Louis and Shaukl- 


wan. 


This ‘even recalls to mind the 
marvellous frowth of the Society In 
the comparatively short spice of 70 
years, for in that thme their numbera 
have risen from elyhteen to 12,238, 
nnd the number of thelr Institutions 
from 1 to 907; and os is the case with 
many other rrenat works, it had is 
besnnings in extremely humble 
circumstances, Yet iw these cir 
cumstances were Very humble they 
were at the same time very romantic, 
Indeed, the fife of Don Bosco and the 
early dayn of the Salesian has been 
found interesting enough to provide 
matering for a full-length “talkie.” 


The Salesians were founded in the 
year 1859 In Turin, and the incidents 
surrounding the foundation are con- 
sonant with the aim of the Society, 
muonelys—-the care und education of 
poor boys, especially the neplected 
ones, A boy being beaten for his 
ignorance, o defence friendship 
that brought more friendships in its 
train, a boys’ cub, ont of which 
sprang the Salesian Saclety. For 
this club, despite all possible oppost- 
tlon, seemed to grow and to keep on 
HrOwInE. Finally, it settled In uw 
publican's shed, Leaders were 
chosen, and they started fo Oreinise, 
They bexan with 1 choir and innateur 
theatricals, then followed ryt! 
and band, Evening . cl were 
experimented on, the teu 3 being 
prepared overnight .by Don Bosco 
himself, These eveninis classes, the 
first In Italy, attracted the attention 
of outsiders who volunteered = their 
services, Pinardi Shed was enlarped, 
workshops were opened, simple 
cuYairs at first; then, help came 
from those well-dispo ed fowards 
the work, more elaborate and fit to 
train spprentices, The success of 
one School encouraged the opening 
of another until the Society spread 
over Italy, Europe, Amer the 
world, In China there are Salesian 
Houses nt Macao, Shiuchow,  He- 
Sa}, Yunnanfu, Shanghai and Hons 
kon. 

Gains Goodwill 


Wherever it went the Socicty met 
with the oodwill of the public. An 
international group, of co-operators 
Subscribes tu it, it ds regarded with 
favour by the Governments. There 
is every reason for doing, so as a 
glance oat the aim of the Society 
will show, It Is everybody's business 
to see that children are brought up 
in such n way as to be formed into 
wood citizens, a help, no a burden 
to society. Unfortunately, thousands 
upon thousands of these children for 
one reason or another have nbsolunely 
no hope of ever secing the inside of 
aeseboo!, or of learning, anythings uut+ 
side of what) one may learn by 
prowling the st Now, it is 
the ardent v of every Salesia 
ve able to take those children tn off 
the streets, to wave a wand and erect 
for. them Clubs, Elementary and 
Industrial Schools, ete. Cte, only, to 
do all this his wand must be thpped 
with gold.. It Js an evidence of the 
co-operation of the publi 
it sulfices that the 
begin a foundation and 
necessary for its support WH) alw 
be forthcoming, 


As every educational body has a 
system .which it adopts the 
education of its subje ! 
Salesians have theirs, Ever since 
Don Bosco Jed out for a pienic the 
300 boys of the State Reform: 

Turin, and after a whole day's 
in the country brought them all back 
without the aid of even one pliin- 
elothes man, admirers have wanted 
to know just how he suceceded so 
well with boys. There is nothing 
very deep or mysterious about it. 
‘Us theory was that if you can gain 
te boy's affection you ‘have him" 
» to speak; he will not do anything: 
likely to give you offence and will 
be n subject open to receive the 
education you impart to him. You 
will have established “contact”. For 
this reason the school rhould be a 
continuation of the home influcnce, 
for jt Is In the home, as everyone 
knows from experience, that affection 
rel@s supreme, Create a family 
spirit In the school, make the boys 
like you by showing the boys that 
you like them; the Superior is the 
paterfamilias and, us If to contradict, 
Solomon himself, he spares the rod. 


Another part of the theory Is the 
belief that the boys should always 
be assisied by onc who knows the 
world better than they, but that this 
assistance should be us unobtrusive 
as possible. Hardly in. keeping with 
the Ideas of some of the modern 
schools of pedanozy, It has proved 
Its worth, nevertheless, und is the 
surest means of preventing the 
young from doing wrong and from 
contracting bad habits.

He dropped the trap door and ran 
to his room, where he prepared to 
escape, He warned the remainder

same other person's premises.

Tak Tal-lkewong, Lt Kam, and Sin 
Kal, residents of the ground floor of 
the same house, testificd to having 
scen tne first few steps near the first 
floor landing on fire when they woke 
up after midnight. They used elec- 
tric Ughta on thelr floor, and there 
were no off Inmps, not even in the 
kitchen.

In Hongkong the Commission has 
napproprinted $100,000 to the Emer- 
geney Réfugee Relief Council; $3,000 
to the Watyeung Chamber of Com- 
merce for relief purposes; $5,000 to 
the Red Swastika Society for emer- 
tency relict in: the New Territorics; 
und has consented to allot $100,000 
to the South Chinn and Hongkong 
Branch of the British Fund for Re- 
icf of Distress in China; $10,000 to 
the Federntion of Relief Associations 
in Hongkong; $25,000 for the 
establishment of a refugee work- 
shop; $3,000 to the Fanling Nursery, 
and $5,000 for the establishment of 
a farm, an orchard and a vocational 
school for refuses, 

The Commission has also

niveraft carricrs, 17 heavy and 18 dight 
cruisers, 77 destroyers x and 36 sub- 
marines. Attached to the ficet would 
be 56 auxiliary vessels such as fast 
tankers, destroyer, submerine and 
uireraft depot ships and floating 
workshops. Estimated cost of the 
new Mect is £640,000,000. 

The first steps have already been 
taken to prepare for the building of 
this Altantig armada, Dockyards on 
both coasts ure being enlarged and 
modernised at an initial cost of 
£7,000,000 to caulp them for the 
construction of battleships. Should 
the new Atlontic fleet be built its 
completion will make ‘the — United 
States by far the mightiest naval 
power in the world,

BATTLESHIPS FOR S'PORE? 

Although the great Singapore Dock

Presumably, one of the surprises 
to which the Naval Correspondent

Bee ge 
The ship’s long boat was 
smashed while she wag loading 
her cargo in New York and the 
smaller—a yawl—was missing

The fall ropes, trailing astern 
in the water, indicated beyond 
shadow of doubt that the crew 
had attempted to, or did, get 
away In the yawl before being 
overtaken by the disaster which 
wiped them out. 

If this all-important fact is

POLITICAL 
CRISIS IN 
BELGIUM 


Socialists To Resign 
From Cabinet 


BRUSSELS, Dee. 5. 

THE RESIGNATION of Soci- 
alist Ministers in the Belgian 
Cabinet is foreshadowed follow- 
ing a resolution of a special con- 
gress of the Belgian Labour 
Party to-day rejecting the Gov- 
ernment’s decision to send an 
agent to General Franco's Gov- 
ernment at. Burgos. 

The vote in favour of the resolu- 
tion wag 372,450 for, 187,598 against, 
with 7,820 abstentions.—Reuter. 

According to a  Trans-Occan 
message M. Paul Spuuk, the Belgian 
Premier has hastily summoned a 
Cabinet meeting to decide the ques- 
tion whether the Government should 
resign forthwith, or make an open 
Oght of it ‘When confronting Purla- 
ment on Tuesday. 

As things*stand, M. Spaale and his 
SoclaleDemocrat calleagues will re- 
sign’ if the Socialist Deputies vote 
agalnst the Government. 

This turn in the domestic political 


{situation fs believed to be the direct 


outcome of a resolution at the special 
congress of the Labour Party to reject 
the Government's decislon to send all 
agent to Burgos. When this resolu- 
tion was carried the party leaders 
called’ for the resignation of the 
Soclalist members of the Cabinct, in- 
cluding the Premier. M. Vandervelde 
was particularly severe in ‘attacking 
the Belginn Premicr, whom ‘he ac- 
cused of disregarding the declstons of 
his own party both in the ficld of 
finance nyd economics, and in the 
domain of foreign policy. 

He blamed the Belgian Govern- 
ment for causing a-diplomatic breach 
between Brussels and Barcelona. — 

M. Spank appeared himself at the 
congress, when he denied having de- 
clined to receive tho Spanish Repub- 
Nean envoy, who, he Insisted, had 
failed to keep an appointment with 
him, and hnd left without paying a 
farewell’ visit. 

The assertion that Belgium had 
agreed with the British Government’ 
in advance to withdraw from the 
Non-Intervention Committee was 
adpscribed by M.' Spank ns pure in- 
ventton.--Trans-Gcean.~ ome
